Manchuria to China 


DEGBEEOF "INDEPENDENCE" 


Bat Chinese llust Conform Iu Evwj 


Way to tke Supreme Authority of 
Russia—American Troops Ordered to 
Leave China at Once For Philippines 


Washington, March 15.—Such infor? 


mutton as has come to the hands of 
officials indicates that the Russian 
agreement with China consists of -12 
articles, not nine, as has been published. 
On their face it is said they show a re- 
turn of Manchuria to China, which 
would seem to be quite in keeping with 
the desire of all powers. 


But this is accomplished upon certain 


conditions imposed upon China, and it 
IB understood that these conditions, in 
effect, establish a Russian suzerainty 
over Manchuria, with a Russian official 
occupying the chief executive position, 
quite similar to that of the British vice- 
roy of ludia. 


Comparing the situation with that in 


India, it is said that !f the present agree- 
ment is consummated Manchuria will 
be much in the same position of one 
ol' the Indian states, having a certain 
degree of independence, and yet con- 
forming all its actions to the supreme 
authority over it. 


The exodus of the Ameripan troops 


from China !& to begin at once. 
This 


is the conclusion reached at a recent 
consultation, in which the secretary of 
btate and the secretary of war declared 
themselves of one mind. 


Adjutant General Corbin has, there- 


fore, iiotifled General Chatfee by ca-ble 
to prepare to move back to Manila with- 
out delay. 
He is to take with him his ' 


staff and all his soldiers, except 150 
men, 
who will remain as a legation 


guard. 
The officers -aud men are to be 


selected with special care, on account 
of the character of their duties and the 
general dignity of the detail. 


This, It is believed, will not only take ' 


the United States out of the atmosphere 
of diplomatic intrigue which has settled 
around Pekin, but will furnish to China 
and the world the best possible as- 
surances of the good faith of our govern- 
ment in dealing with the new Chinese 
problem. 
There seems to have sprung 


up abroad a suspicion that, because lius- 
eia has so promptly seconded the efforts 
of the United States to prevent further 
bloodshed as a preliminary to the settle- 
ment of terms of peace, the United 
States must have entered to some extent 
into Russia's supposed schemes for the ' 
acquisition of territory, or at least con- J 
sented to countenance them. This lat- j 
est move, it is hoped at the state de- i 
partment, will set at rest any false as- 
sumptions of this sort. 


Chinese affairs received considerable 


altention at the state Department yes- 
terday, as the Chinese minister, the 
British ambassador and the Russian 
ambassador followed each other in long 
conferences with Mr. Hay. It is under- 
stood that in the informal discussion 
with Count Cassiui an earliest intima- 
tion "was conveyed to him that it would 
be most helpful in dealing with the sub- 
ject if a clear and explicit understand- 
ing of Russia's plans in Ihis particular 
matter were forthcoming.

THE BODY TO LEG IN STATE 


President aud Members of Cabinet and 


Many Governors to Attend Funeral 
on Sunday — Mobilization of Entire 
National State Guard at Indianapolis 


Indianapolis, March 15.—No sooner 


was the news of the death of ex-Presi- 
dent Harrison announced to the world 
thnn the messages of inquiry which had 
been pouring in for several days 
changed to messages of condolence aud 
sympathy. They caiue from every sec- 
tion of the country. Many of those rel- 
eerams were of *ueh an intimate per- 
sonal nature that Mrs. Harrison felt 
they should not be given to the public. 


Telegrams of condolence have been re- 


ceived from Wu Ting Fung, Mexican 
Ambassador Azpiroz, T. Dagatu, com- 
missioner from Porto Rico; Sir Richard 
Webster of London, who was chief 
counsel for Great Britain in the famous 
Venezuelan case, aud Holleben, Ger- 
man ambassador, and many other dis- 
tinguished men in this country aud 
abroad. 


Besides messages from former Presi- 


dent Cleveland, twice the rival of Gen- 
eral Harrison for the presidency, words 
of sympathy came from Chief Justice 
Fuller, Justice Harlau aud Justice Mc- 
Kenna of the supreme court, aud all the 
remaining members of General Harri 
son. 


A telegram from President McKinley 


was as follows: 
"In the death of Gen- 


eral Harrison the country has lost a dis- 
tinguished statesman, a devoted patriot 
and an'exemplary citizen. 
T'>.e peo- 


ple of the nation mouru with you. You 
have the heartfelt sympathy of Mrs. 
McKinley aud myself in this hour of 
overwhelming sorrow in your home."

have beeu completed. The body will 
lie in state at the capitol tomorrow from

dent McKinley and members of his cab- 
inet will attend the funeral.

To be sure 
our contemporary makes a passing al- 
lusion to the so-called "pork" which 
the river and harbor bill carries for so 
many non-commercial districts. 
But 


there ia no approach to the condemna- 
tion, of the bill, as a whole, in any of 
the Carter-criticising1 papers that the 
situation demands. For years and 
years the introduction of the river and 
harbor 
bill has 
been promotive of 


scandalous log-rolling in both houses 
of congress. The assertion is made 
that in order to secure the amounts 
necessary for the important work in 
the great commercial centres of the 
Union there must be 
congressional 


concurrences in the appropriation of 
a multitude of amounts, which in the 
aggregate m'ount into the millions of 
dollars, for mud creeks, non-navigable 
streams, and "harbors" that are never 
visited by even an 
ordinary sized 


schooner, for the good and excellent 
reason that a flat boat would run 
aground. We can not believe that the 
really important work legitimately to 
be promoted, by the rc^eage of a river 
and harbor bill is dependent upon, the 
raiding of the national treasury, for 
the enrichment of contractors and the 
distribution of funds in political "rake- 
offs." It is high time that pub 'c senti- 
ment made itself manifest in congress 
in opposing the so-called "concessions!" 
to non-commercial districts for the 
sake of securing the appropriations 
for waterway and harbor improve- 
ments that are imperatively demanded 
in the interests of commerce.—Salem 
Evening Newa.

North Ad-ams will receive quite as much 
benefit as Williamstown or any other 
place and ought to appreciate the fact 
and show a liberal spirit toward tfee 
enterprise.

Telephone* In tb« Streets. 


Public telephones on street corners, 


like fire alarm boxes, will soon be 
erected in New Haven. They will be 
Incased in aluminium boxes the height 
and shape of fire or police alarm boxes. 
On each of four sides of each telephone 
will be a blue bell, the sign of the pub 
lie telephone. The bores will be or- 
dinarily locked. They can be opened 
by dropping Into a slot a coin, which Is 
recoverable when the door is opened. 
When the door has been so opened, the 
process of obtaining a telephone con- 
nection will be precisely the same as 
at any public pay station, a directory 
being hung inside each box. The door 
of the bpx will be so arranged that it 
will shut automatically when the re- 
ceiver is hung up after use.

Street Railway Men Discussing Its 


Possibilities 


With the 
building: of the through 


county trolley line, including the exten- 
sion of the Hoosac Valley line to Chesh 
ire to meet the extension north from 
Pittsfleld at the Berkshire or Pitts- 
field roads or -both, the question of a 
railroad- up- Greyfock has been revived. 
With the development of electric traffic 
iri the county, a larpe part of whose 
business will come from summer travel 
on the part of tourists and Berkshire) 
people as well, it "js recognized that a 
road up the highest mountain in the 
state would'be a^ verji profitable ad- 
dition to the'attractions of the road as 
well as to the countv 
Railroad men through the county have 
been discussing the matter, it ia knfown 
and it is evident that something def- 
inite is -Ikely to be done about the mat- 
ter before many seasons have passed. 
A well known man predicted yesterdav 
that the mountain road would be built a 
year froni £hls summer when the county 
lines had 'got well established. 


Whether local or outsrde ca^tal will 


he called upon to build the road UT 
Greylock is of course uncertain but it is 
unreasonable to believe that with the 
example of a road like that up Mount 
Tom which paid the first year, the op- 
portunity offered in this county will be 
allowed to go by. If the Hoosac Valley 
road extends its tracks to Cheshire, it 
will command the best approach tp the 
mountain), since the 
mountain 
road 


would be practically a spur line from 
the main tracks. For a large part of 
the way the trolley system could be 
used and the engineering difficulties are 
believed to be comparatively few 


The best route for such a line would 


b« from the junction of the main road 
to Cheshire and the road leading from 
it to the west road in Adams. The junc- 
tion' is about half a mile south of Chesh 
ire Harbor, near George Partridge's 
farm. From this point to Fainveather's 
farm which is north west of the Bassett 
reservoir where Adams has her supply 
of water a distance of about a mile, 
the grade is easy and would not re- 
quire a cogged line. From Fairweather's 
farm there is a sharp grade for a short 
distance and then a flat woodede place 
with, an easy grade to the summit. 
The cost of soich a line does riot appear 
to carry with it any great expense and 
that it would pay is believed certain.

Opreadiutr Eiavllih. 


"The average American is a poor lin- 


guist," said a ciibtoms official who speaks 
several 
modem 
languages 
correctly 


and bometimeg acts as interpreter. 
"It 


loesn't 'come natural' to UB, as it does to 
the Latin raceb and to most Germans. 
They will pick up other tongues with an 
case and facility that are perfectly amaz- 
ing:, but as a ui-uai thing an American 
has to be absolutely driven to it before 
he will make the attempt. 


"I had that fact forcibly impressed up- 


on my mind during a visit I made to old 
Mexico early last spring. 
One would 


Bay, at first blush, that a knowledge of 
Spanish would be simply indispensable to 
anybody who proposed to reside in the 
City of Mexico, especially with the in- 
tention of going into business, yet I 
found any number of Americans there 
who managed to get along without it and 
who declared frankly that it was too 
much trouble to acquire. These easy go- 
inpr pentlemen simply insisted on using 
English, regardless of tlie fact that Cas- 
tilian \vas the current language of the 
country. When they entered a store or 
restaurant they would say, 'Send along 
somebody who talks United States,' and 
then wait placidly for the interpreter to 
appear. 
Of course they were badly 


handicapped in the transaction of all 
their affairs, but they insisted laughing 
ly that the annoyance was preferable to 
learning Spanish and that they would 
eventually succeed in making the Mex- 
icans discard their native lingo. 
This 


systematic forcing of one's language up 
on people is characteristic of Amer- 
icans," continued the custom house offi- 
cial, "and is no doubt responsible for the 
rapid spread of English as a business 
medium in all the great foreign capitals. 


"It goes without sayiug, however, that 


there are Americans who are linguists, 
and, 
as a matter of fact, the most re- 


markable linguist I ever met in my life 
was a man named Scott, who was bor. 
in Montgomery, Ala. He was educated 
abroad and spoke four or five continental 
languages, but his really phenomenal 
achievement was his complete mastery 
of French «nd German. He could con- 
verse in both without a trace of aecent, 
was perfectly familiar with their slang 
and colloquialisms and could pass unsus- 
pected for a native of either country. 
You often read of people speaking a for- 
eign tongue 'without accent," but, be- 
lieve me, it is one of the rarest things in 
the world, while to learn two with such 
precision is next door to a miracle. 
I 


never heard of a parallel case. Picking 
up a working knowledge of a language 
is a horse of quite another color. It can 
be done by anybody in about the r,ime 
length of time it takes to learn shorthand 
How long is that, did you ask? Well, 
that depends on the individual and 
ranges between three months and 20 
years."—New Orleans Times-Democrat

"Whenever I /end in the papers of the 


unknown dead of Wushingtoa, I think 
of the unknown tieud iu the executive 
lepartmcnts," said a <-|^C clerk. 


"At first blush it ma*uppear paradox- 


ical that a man or a woman may be alivo 
In tile departments, reporting- for duty 
when not sick, drawing pay and breath- 
ing and eiuiac and at the same tirna 
be a corpse. But of the type of clerk* 
of which I speak, they are to all intents 
and purposes, from -a official standpoint, 
dead. 


"These cierks are forgotten. They are 


buried. 
They are like two or three 


cards in a deck: when the pack is shuf- 
fled, they shuffle along with the rest. They 
are to be feund by the dozens in the dif- 
ferent departments, men and 
women 


alike. How they got in no one but them- 
selves knows. Most of them are old 
clerks. They stay because they consti- 
tute one of the components of a system. 
Once in the service they have remained 
iu tlie taaiineaauce of the system. But 
for th« bene&eent protection of the civil 
service they would be h an ted out, named 
and numbered and tugged like victims 
selected for Tte block and summarily 
decapitated. 


"The influences which secured their 


appointment have long since passed to 
the other side or been snuffed out of 
political favor or power. They were put 
at desks, and they remained obscure and 
overlooked. Even tlieir chief may not 
know ht>w they got there. 
He found 


them in hia divisien when he took up the 
reins, and he retains them as fixtures, 
not unlike tke desks and chandeliers. 


"They constitute a curious set, these 


dead alive clerks. Some may still hava 
what they consider 'influence' or a back- 
ing of some sort upon which to rely in 
case of need and trouble, but most o 
them havs nothing tangible upon whic 
to base this assumption. They are drift 
ers. They float because ethers float with 
them and carry them along oa the sur- 
face of the official stream. 


"They work, of course. Everybody 


nowadays in the departments works. 
They may be good workers. Every clerk 
thinks he or she works harder than his 
or her fellow clerk. But their quantity 
aad quality of work are not the reason to,, 
their official existence, as ia the case ia 
outside 
employments. Anybody 
elsa 


could do th«ir work just as well and, ia 
all probability, better. 


"Some hav-o been in the service for 20 


and 30 years, others not so long. They 
constitute a class distinct to themselves. 
They wouldn't adm5t this, however, if 
they were conscious of it. But if an offi- 
cial had the power to go through hia 
department and collect them in a group 
their classification would be easy. They 
have outlived their influence and in many 
eases their usefulness. 
But they hang 


on. Only death itself will remove them, 
for they never resign. There is no spe- 
cial reason why they should resign un- 
der the existing rules. The world owes 
them a living as well as their more fa- 
vored neighbors. 
"Most of them are unobtrusive. Some 


are cranks. Old age and long tenure iu 
office tend to the making of cranks of 
some of us. In their unobtrusivenesa lies 
their main hold. If they were to become 
too assertive, the inquiry might be raised 
as to why they are there at all or the 
question if their salary would not be 
earned to better advantage by elerka ia 
the lower grades who want promotions 
and have the ability to secure such, if 
the necessary reduction can be made. 
So they saw wood, or, rather, scribble 
and say nothing."—Washington Star.

The meeting of the Central Labor 


union held last night was largely at- 
tend and or more than ordinary inter- 
est. The union is strongly opposed to 
the plan of the Hoosac Valley Agricul- 
tural society to open its fair on Labor 
day as it was decided last week to do, as 
reported in this paper at the time, and 
much time was devoted to a discussion 
of the subject. 


It was considered a very unfair move 


on the part of the society, as Labor day 
has been set apart by the state for the 
benefit of the laboring people, who feel 
that they have a special claim on the 
day and that this should be resoected 
by all.

NO FUGS FOR EX-PRESIDENT | MINISTER BESIEGED 


This City Fails to Show Resptet. Sen. 


ator Dawes' Tribute 


There has been considerable comment 


locally over the fact that so few flaes 
were displayed at half staff yesterday 
"ut of respect to the memory of Ex- 
Pi'esident Benjamin Harrison. The flags 
on the city hall arJj the schools were 
conspicuous by their absence and al- 
together the city was strangely delin- 
quent in sho\\ug respect to the ex- 
rxresddent's memory. 


Ex-Senator Henry L. Dawes yester- 


day paid the following tribute to Mr. 
Harrison: 


"The sudden death of General Har- 


rison Mill ataitle the country and fill 
ihe nation wiih mourning. He was in 
same respects a most remarkable char- 
acter and inl all the public positions he 
demonstrated his ability and fidelity 
to evorr trust. 
* 


"I first knew him when he came into 


the senate and during the six years of 
service there 1 was a co-worker viith 
him in the same committee room and 
had occasion! to know with what In- 
dustry, fidelity and ability he discharg- 
ed the duties of a senator; and during 
his administration as president the work 
of that committee gave me opportunity 
to observe how faithfully and ably he 
discharged the duties of chief magis- 
tra-.«. 


"His administrator;' was clean, wise, 


conservative and safe. He left nothina 
m it to be apologized for but much to 
be commended. It was m many re- 
spects however, like that of John QuirJ- 
cy Adams—More meritorious than pop- 
ular. He was reserved—not easy of ap- 
proach—and apparently though not re- 
ally, lacking in affability and winning 
ways. He was a ma-n of strong convic- 
tions; he had no partialities or intima- 
cies, but stood on' his own feet and on 
that account lacked those attractive 
qualities ^hich are so availing to a 
poiiticiin. 


"Pie distinguished himself as a soldier 


he stood in the first rank as a lawyer. 
As a public speaker he was clear, con- 
cise, incisive and remarkable for apt- 
ness anti force of expression—carryins* 
conviction without ornamentation or 
oratorical display. He more than all of 
his predecessors, except John Quincy 
Adams, felt that he had something yet 
to do after he left the presidency and 
in y»a?s since, he has displayed great 
interest in public questions and a wis- 
dom which it would be well for all to 
heed 


"The nation arid age need more such 


men as General Harrison and his death 
is an irreparable loss'" ' ' "'mcularhnsK 
isi-an irreparable loss."
